Tiff. Students of the House of Education are : 


(a) Ladies (young ladies especially) who undergo training 
^ ^ to enable them to fulfil the more intelligently the 
calling of motherhood, or other guardianship of chil- 
dren to which they may be called. These need pass 
no preliminary examination. 

(t) Ladies who are, or who wish to become, governesses 
to older children. These should liold certificates of 
Ito'nmerts. They will gain at the Housa or Enu- 
CATION knowledge of the principles of Character- 
training, of the laws of Health and Physical Develop- 
ment, etc., etc. 


(c) “ Xante.” * Ladies who wish to liecoine Governesses 
to young children.! 


Certificates, signed by the authorities of the House 
OF Education, will be awarded to successful Students at 
the close of the year’s Training. 

Students may enter at the beginning of either term. 

Training Fee for the year, £10. A low fee is, fixed 
that no lover of children need be shut out by the cost of 
training, 

A responsible lady takes supervision of each Boarding 
House. Board and Lodgings £35 or £55 a year, 
according as a student has a room to herself or shares 
it with another.

There are two terms in the Year op Training : 

The “ Long Term, ’ from the middle of January till 
the beginning of July. 

The “ Short Term,” from the end of September till 
near Christmas. 

The interest felt in this movement is so wide-spread 
that it will probably not be possible to supply the demand 
for Governesses at the end of our first year’s work (Dec. 
1892). Earnest and well-bred young people who are 
looking out for good work are entreated to offer themselves 
for training. The need of devoted co-workers in their labour 
of love is grievously felt by Mothers, especially by some 
of those of the upper classes whose engagements press 
heavily upon them.

P.N.E.U. Associates among Parents of Children 
attending Public Elementary Schools, working in the 
Parents’ Union School. 

Associates’ Subscription, 2/6* a year, to include both 
heads of the household. This will be used by the Executive 
Committee to defray cost of magazine, pamphlets, library 
books, lectures, and postage. 

The starting of a Group of Associates such as these 
shall be done at the request of the Head of the School, and 
the .membership shall be confined to the parents of that 
school and of any other the Head may invite. 

The Hon. Secretary of the Group shall be this teacher 
or anyone appointed by him or her. The arrangements shall 
be in their hands. 

It is suggested that addresses should be arranged on 
“ Parents’ Union School ’% methods and principles, on the use 
of books, picture talks, the training of children, their physical 
care, habit-formation, etc., etc. Nature rambles could also 
be organised. “ Home Education ” and other publications of 
the P.N.E.U. should be found useful for such talks. 

The Executive Committee will be prepared to send 
lecturers when desired. 

One copy of “ Home Education ” will be supplied to 
each centre as well as such other books and pamphlets as 
may be found desirable. 

One copy of the “ Parents’ Review ” for every six Associ- 
ates will be sent to the Head of the Group to be circulated.
